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Hospital Asks Is It An Emergency t

Too many people are requesting 
treatment at the Lower Bucks 
emergency ward with ailments 
that really can’t be considered 
emergencies. 
That's the opinion of the hospital 
administration, harried by recent 
complaints about the hospital's 
emergency service. 
Mrs. Mary T. Ancker, hospital 
administrator, points out that of

the 
22,147 
emergency 
treated last year, there were 
thousands that could have received 
treatment from a general prac­ 
titioner rather than seeking service 
from an often overworked emer­ 
gency staff. 
Typical of these cases are the 
persons who came in with upset 
stomach, sore throat, earache, a 
week old bee sting, hemorrhoids, 
and a child with measles who was 
brought in by his mother “just 
to make sure” after being pre­ 


scribed for by a family doctor ear. 
lier the same day. 
Ne Refusals 
Not that these non-emergency 
cases are turned away. The hos­ 
pital has never, and will never, 
refuse treatment to anyone, Mrs. 
Ancker asserts. 
Nevertheless, the Doctor and 
nurses on duty have to attend to 
the more serious cases first. 
Laymen, for whatever motive, 
seem to cast their judgment in op­ 
position to the doctor's over which 


patient deserves the most imme­ 
diate care. 
The doctors figure they have 
enough worries without that. Doc­ 
tors in emergency ward run 
considerable legal risk. For in­ 
stance. technically they commit 
assault and battery upon a minor 
if they treat him without parents’ 
consent and can be sued if 
anything goes wrong later, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Howard A. Leister, 
one of the three MDs on regular 
duty in the emergency ward. 


It is for this reason that a child 
may sit for a time with what ap­ 
pears to be a serious injury, such 
as a fracture, without being fully 
treated until the relatives can be 
found to sign a release for treat­ 
ment. 
In cases where lives are en­ 
dangered by waiting, immediate 
treatment is given, the adminis­ 
tration assures. 
Mrs. Ancker points out that 
many injuries, fractures included, 
aren’t emergencies by comparison 


with others — a hard fact for peo­ 
ple, especially parents, to under­ 
stand. 
Professional coolness under the 
weoght (rf swift decision-making 
should not be mistaken in the 
emergency room physician for in­ 
difference. 
Dr. Leister, speaking from ex­ 
perience, assures that the am­ 
bulance siren inspires as much 
dismay and nervousness in the 
doctor as in anyone. 
In Lower Bucks County Hospi­ 


tal, the emergency ward is a busy 
place, operating 24-hours a day. 
The emergency ward works 
three eight-hour shifts employing 
one full-time doctor on each shift. 
In addition, there is an intern 
available to each shift. 
These doctors are on the scene. 
There are also resident surgeons 
on call and one doctor in each of 
the hospital's staff specialties who 
can be called in emergencies. 
Last Sunday the ward treated 88

Macmillan Cabinet 
More Ministers 
Hinted In Scandal 


LONDON (UP!) - Rumors that 
more cabinet ministers may be 
involved in Britain's "scandal of 
the century” hinted today at the 
possibility of additional trouble 
for Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan’s beleaguered government. 
Opposition sources said the La­ 
bor party may try to force Mac­ 
millan to broaden his investiga­ 
tion into the case involving for­ 
mer War Minister John Profumo. 
recalled Soviet naval attache Eu­

Friday Macmillan himself ac­ 
knowledged the whispers sweep­ 
ing London when he told the 
House of Commons that “terrible 
rumors” were circulating about 
ministers other than Profumo.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy sets out tonight on 
the longest foreign tour since he 
entered the White House—a ven­ 
ture in personal diplomacy in 
West Germany, Great Britain, 
Italy, arri Ireland. 
The Chief Executive was sched­ 
uled to take off from Andrews 
Air Force Base tonight for Bonn, 
capital of the West German re­ 
public in which he will spend 
three days conferring with Chan­ 
cellor 
Konrad 
Adenauer 
and 
other officials. Kennedy will wind 
up Wednesday with a visit to 
the Berlin wail. 
Before departing for Europe 
the President had a full day at 
home beginning with a morning 
White House conference with 29 
civil rights leaders. 
Plans Camp Visit 
After this meeting, Kennedy 
planned to fly by helicopter to 
Camp David, Md., to spend the 
afternoon with his wife and two 
children. He will rejoin his fam*

“The new era, which space 
conquests have opened up for 
mankind, will be singularly blest- 
ed by the Lord if men will really 
know how to recognize one an­ 
other as brothers, rather than as 
competitors and build the order 
of the world on the holy fear of 
God, on respect for His law in 
the suave light of charity and 
mutual collaboration.”

genuine emergencies. 
Sometimes adding unjudiciously 
to the emergency ward’s workload 
are the rescue squads, the hospi­ 
tal said. 
The hospital administration is 
proud of its association with volun­ 
teer Lower Bucks squads, which 
Dr. Leister describes as among 
the best in the nation. 
Nevertheless, the rescue squads 
sometimes bring patients in which 
could just as easily be taken to 
private MDs or dismissed without 
any treatment, the hospital said. 
In a recent instance, the hospi­ 
tal reported, a fireman was rest­ 
ing at a recent fire, where several 
other firefighters suffered smoke 
inhalation. 
“Get too much smoke,” asked a 
rescue squad member. 
j 
“No, I feel all right," said the) 
fireman. 
“Better come along, anyway,” 
caid the rescue man. 
And so the man was placed on 
% alrstehar and canted oil, the 
hospital reported, although there 
was absolutely nothing wrong with 
him. 
At the emergency ward, the doc 
tor had to take valuable time to 
discover there was nothing wrong, 
the hospital said. 
Mother, Child 
Under such pressure, it is not 
difficult to understand why doc 
tors lose patience with this kind 
of incident, described by Dr. Leis­ 
ter: 
A mother brought in a five-year 
old with an emergency, although 
not a serious one. The mother left 
the child in emergency and went 
to another floor to visit a patient 
without notifying the emergency 
room staff she was leaving. 
Dr. Leister and the nurses were 
left with the child, who naturally 
was not able to give them much 
background on the case. Back 
ground information is required in 
cases where drugs must be ad­ 
ministered. Otherwise, a drug-al 
lergy can produce a more danger 
Otis situation than the injury it 
self. 
After a time, the mother was 
located and stormed back into the 
emergency ward. She was furious 
that treatment had not already 
[been given. She removed the child 
•from the hospital and a short time 
later, arrived via rescue squad 
•apparently thinking that t h i 
would obtain the immediate re­ 
sults she expected. 
Few would take exception to Dr 
Leister’s exasperated comment 
”1 can’t treat the child now any 
quicker than before.” 
Observe Regulations 
There are many regulations that 
the doctors must observe. Not 
widely known is the fact that 
doctor in the emergency ward 


cannot work on any facial wound 
requiring sutures. 
In these cases, a specialist must 
do the work. 
This is for the protection of the 
patient, because of the danger of 
permanent scarring. 
In fact, the hospital wants to 
emphasize to the public that the 
regulations are not alone for the 
protection of the hospital and staff, 
but for the patients as well. 
Dr. Leister says that, although 
the population situation in Lower 


Bucks, has been fairly well sta- 
blized the past five years, the 
number of cases received by the 
emergency ward is constantly in­ 
creasing. 
This brings in a sore point with 
the administration. Although the 
hospital turns away no one, re­ 
gardless of financial position, with 
out help, it charges $5 per call to 
those who can afford it. 
More than half the people do 
not pay when they should, figures

De Gaulle showed no interest 
and the proposal was not pressed 
the sources added.

She ex­ 
plains patients often do not try to 
understand that a doctor may be 
busy with a real emergency and 
simply does not have time to take 
patients on a first-come, first- 
serve basis. 
Nurses and doctors are some­ 
times subjected to verbal, and 
even physical abuse because of 
this. "It’s very unfair.” she says. 
Dr. Leister simply asks the com 
plaintant a few questions: "Have 
you seen me resting?” or "Don’t 
look busy.” He reports this 
usually abashes the complainer. 
“The fact is." says John Spadac 
cino, president of the hospital 
board of directors, "we give very 
good service. We don’t have to 
apologize to anyone.” 
Why then, do people find fault 
with the hospital’s service? Mrs. 
Ansker may provide one (rf the 
answers when she recalls how the 
hospital was financed. 
“The hospital is nine years old 
And some people still don’t realize 
that although they donated to its 
construction, we still must charge 
as any other privately financed 
endeavor. We appreciated the do­ 
nations, but it must be remem 
bered that this money went into 
construction.

ever heard. 
There were other Americans 
present. Outside of the church 
when the service was ended, Yu­ 
goslavians surrounded us, shook 
our hands, cheered the U.S.A. 
and made it quite clear that the 
bond of friendship between two 
peoples on opposite sides of the 
world is not being weakened by 
the Communist system of doing 
things. 


If 
Yugoslavia 
has been 
the 
crossroads between the East ami 
the West for centuries, it has 
now become the crossroads for 
global tourists. 
Indeed it is becoming a lettish 
for the more sophisticated Artier 
ican traveler to visit this coun 
try, or at least to stop in it. en 
route to Italy, Greece or Turkey 
or to the Far East. 
For example, last year about 
48,000 Americans took a look at 
Belgrade and other cities. This 
number is expected to nearly 
double in 1963. Significantly, the 
number of American tourists was 
twice that of all tourists from all 
of the communistic countries. 
This, of course, goes to show 
you. Despite the "glories" of these

“paradises,” once the people pay 
the rent, buy their food and cloth­ 
ing. and cheer themselves up with 
a nip of their native brandy, they 
just don’t have cash left to go gad­ 
ding around.
